TESTIMONY BEFURE THE UN- 
DEKWRITERS CLOSED. 
The Keys Turned Over to the Firm 
and the Store Opened — What 
Wagner Has , About the 
Charges. | 


The insurance le have concluded 


their investigation of the 
fire, and yestereay turned over the store to 
the owners. 

The inquiry has been a most searching 
one, nearly 200,000 words of evidence hav- 
ing been taken. The appraisers appointed 
by the underwriters and Mr. Wagner, 
Messrs. A. Haas and C. Seligman, have 
submitted their report, placing the sound 
value of the stock at $11,297.54, and the dam- 
age at $3247.11. The insurance is $25,500. 
The insurance companies will, it is said, re- 
fuse to pay one cent of the Josses, claiming 
that, in addition to proof positive of incen- 
diarism, the policies are forfeited on their 
face, it having been shown that there were 
over 500 gallons of coal oil and 80 gallons of 
gasoline in the store at the time of the fire, 
when, by the express conditio: s of the 
policies, printed in bold letters across the 
tace, but 200 galions of coai oil and 25 gal- 
lons of gasoline were allowed to be carried. 
Oa these grounds they will contest the 
case in the courts, if need be. 

Mr. Wagner calied at Tie Times office 
yesterday aiternoon and madé a statement 
to the effect that he positively knew noth- 
ing about the origin of the tre. He says 
that he left the store about 10 o’clock

They Appear in Court—The Third

A TIMES reporter Prey interviewed 
Capt. A. J. Lucas of the Pavific Coast De- 
tective Agency to ascertain what connec- 
tion Caines had with that institution, a pa- 
trolman’s badge having —_ found in bis 

session. Capt. Lucas said that Caines 
ad come to him some time ago with very 
high eredentials from Ontario, Canada, 
where he had been an officer,and that as he 
needed a man at the time he hired him and 
put himto work. Caines did very well for 
a while, but it coming to his ears that he 
was a drinking man and that his associates 
were not of the best, about five weeks ago 
he nad discharged him. This was all le 
knew about the matter.

No one has proposed protec- 
tion for our beef or pork, nor would any 
have been placed on wool but for the fact 
that our manufacturers saw therein a means 
of squeezing money{out of thepeople. They 
tell the farmer that by meaus of this duty 
foreign competition in the home market is 
prevented. The men and women in the 
woolen mills are told that their employ- 
‘'mentis owing to the duty on woolen goods 
being so high as to prevent the com- 
petition of foreign factories in the 
home market, and that their wages are 
largely determined upon the ainount of duty 
charged on imported goods. This seens 
plausible tothem, buta few years serve to 
make millionaires of the few and paupers 
of millions by placing the necessaries of life 
beyond their reach. Herein arises the de- 
mand for removing all taxation from these 
necessities that they may be obtained at 
the lowest possible cost. This done, our 
farmers will ask no favors atthe hands of 
any man competing with their products in 
the markets of the world. Their woo! will 
sell as readily as their wheat, and their liv- 
ing. aS well as all other expenses,will be so 
materially reduced thaf they will be sure of 
profit even at lower prices than those now 
prevailing, and which toe often bring loss, 
if not ruin.”
